Paul has been coordinator for 
the city Planning Department on 
the study，which also involves the 
Chinatown Citizens' Advisory 
Committee and consultants. 

What the study is to propose is 
development of a 40,000-square- 
foot land Package _ immediately 
adjacent to the northern end of 
the Stockton. Street tunnel， The 
land is boundqed by Stockton and 
Sacramento streets and Joice 
Street， with one Parcel across 
Joice Street，a small Nob Hil 
alley. 

Only eleven small bulldings are 
on the land，Paul said，and they 
house only 50 Persons.， Three 
large lots are vacant and now in 
use as parking lots. This makes the 


area_attractive to the Chinatown 
community, for it would involve 
only modest relocation of tenants， 
he said. 

Chinatown has resisted any idea 
of large-scale redevelopment be- 
catuse of the relocation Problems 
involved. 

The Property north of Ermmet 
Place is now for sale with an ask- 
ing Price of $950,000. Ithe 
area ls designated as a redevelop- 
ment site，the land cost can be 
written doywn through federal sub- 
Sidy. 

The redevelbpment Project 
would involve construction of one 
or two highrise towers with a 
Plaza，shopping arcade，and open 
space which Chinatown jleaders 
need and desire. 

Present thinking would be to 
develop moderate-income housing 
of 200 to 250 units, with 40 or so 
of these set aside for low-income 
tenants receiving rent SUpPle- 
Iments. / 

Following publication of a final 
report， the next step would be for 
representatives of the Chinese 
community to request the Board 
of Supervisors to authorize a re- 
development site survey-.

Modern racism is characterized 
by subtle,unconscious,， and often 
invisible prejudice instead of open 
and crude racial prejudice. It is the 
institutional racism designed to 
degrade，dermoralize，dqemote，de- 
sensitize，and defame the Don- 
white Peoples believed to be uii- 
assimilable. As applied to the Chi- 
nese as the first in the groups of 
Asians to come to the United 
States since the middle of the 19th 
century，this institutional racism 
is readijly seen in legislation，edu- 
cation，family formation，and 
working conditions affecting -the 
Chinese al working to separate 
them from the American main- 
Strearmm。 

Thus，(a) laws on immigration， 
naturalization，and land owner- 
ship were passed，of which the 
most well known are the Immigra- 
tion Act of 1882 and the Alien 
Land Act which came later，all 
designed to deny citizenship, fur- 
ther migration of Asians，and to 
create a Special class of people 
whbho were called“aliens ineligible

Despite an unfortunate start to 
a meeting, in which its continued 
existence Was questioned, the Citi- 
Zens Advisory Committee on De- 
segregation and JIntegration Te- 
mained intact Tuesday night, Jan. 
18. The committee heard impor- 
tant Proposals to desegregate San 
Francisco's junior high schools 
and passed a motion moving a bi- 
lingual program out of Samnuel 
Gompers High School. 

The CAC underwent an identity 
crisis when the issue of nominat- 
ing a chairman arose and there 
WwWere no takers. Several members， 
including Alan Wong，were nomi- 
nated for the post, but declined 
acceptance due to more Pressing 
comImitments， Sandy Taylor said 
that as a White member of the 
committee，she wishedqd to see 3 
member of an ethnic minority 
become chairman. 

Daue to the reluctance of any 
Imember to accept nomination， 
committee member Barbara Hol- 
man questioned whether the CAC 
should continue to exist as a pub- 
lic body.。 IThbhough the issue Was 
resolved by the passage of a mo- 
tion appointing anominating corm- 
Imittee, and though the discussion 
imnplied no real threat to the 
CAGC?s survival, it reflected a cer- 
tain frustration on the part of 
some members with the vain at- 
tempts to select a new chairman. 

The committee then went on to 
hear eight plans for junior high 
school desegregation. The most 
imnportant plans are: 

一 1. Present sixth graders would 
go to the junior high school closest 
to the desegregated _ elementary 
School they are presently attend- 
ing. The junior high schools would 
thus be fully desegregated in three 
years. 

一 2.Use the existing 了 Horseshoe 
Zone boundaries, with elementary 
schools within each zone being 
assigned to the junior high school 
in the zone. Since all zones do not 
have the same number of junior 
hish and elementary schools, some 
of the elementary schools would 
have to be split and others would 
be assigned to a junior high in the 
adjoining zone. 

一 3. Assume that the elementary 
schools are not racially balanced. 
A_ new block-by-block computer 
asSessment within each Zone 
would be carried out. This would 
Iake it possible for each junior

yellow clientele. But while he was 
a SUccessful businessman，he Was 
also jnterested in the social condi- 
tions of Augusta，He believed 
People who Play together will 
work and live together. By 1964 
his insurance company was SPoD- 
soring integrated ,basketball，soft- 
ball and bowling teamas. 

When asked what were some of
